In the research paper entitled ‘Taxonomic 
Rearrangement of Arenaria (Caryophyllaceae) 
in Indian Western Himalaya’ by R K. Pusalkar 
and D. K. Singh published in the Journal 
of Japanese Botany 90(2): 77-91 (2015), 
the lectotype of Shivparvatia glanduligera 
(Edgew.) Pusalkar & D. K. Singh [= Arenaria 
glanduligera Edgew.] (page 84) has been 
erroneously cited by the authors as “Sikkim, 
J. D. Hooker 11 (K000742193; K000742194, 
K000742195, GH00353887-isolectotypes)”. 
All these Sikkim collections instead belong 
to Shivparvatia ciliolata (Edgew.) Pusalkar 
& D. K. Singh [= Arenaria ciliolata Edgew.] 
and except K000742195 (Kumaun collection 
by Duthie, not in the protologue) all should be 
cited under the type of S. ciliolata. This error is 
amended here and Shivparvatia glanduligera [= 
Arenaria glanduligera] is relectotypified below:
